A STORM AREA 


St. Louis Is Having All Sorts 
of Winter Weather. 


RAIN, WIND AND’ SNOW. 


REMARKABLE, BUT NOT DANGER- 
OUS CONDITIONS. 


A Small Blizzard, With Snow and 
High Wintry Winds Following 
the Darkness and the 
Heavy Rains. 


St. Louis is in the center of a remarkable 
siorm area that extends from New Orleans 
to White River, Canada, and from North 
Platte, Neb., to Western Maryland. 

This large territory has been storm-swept 
the last 24 hours, and from Cairo south the 
Tain torrents were almost equal io cloud- 
bursts. ‘ 

At Vicksburg, Miss., there was 5.56 inches 
rainfall, which equals a month's precipita- 
tion under ordinary conditions. 

North the rains were not so severe. They 
are heavy to-day in the East, and in the 
West it is snowing. 

St. Louls is the storm center, with a ha- 
rometer 29.5 inches, .5 of an inch below the 
normal. The barometer at Springfield, Ill., 
indicated 29.46. Heavy, rough weather will 
continue until the “high’’ that is behind 
the “low’’ displaces it. 

The abnormal barometric conditions Mon- 
day were respomsible for the city's dark 
day. The atmosphere was heavy :nd caused 
the ‘smoke from the numerous chimneys 
to settle down over the city like a blanket. 
At times the wind would rise and blow this 
aside, but the steady rain and absence of 
persistent breezes kept the down-town sec- 
tion of the city in gloom most of the day. 
Once the sun shone, at 10 o'clock, visible 
only in the West End, and then only for a 
few moments.

Col. Lamar Fontaine of’ Lyons, 
Declares That the Boer Leader 
Fought in “Dick” Taylor’s 
Brigade in Civil War. 


Did Adolf Haessig have a presentiment 
that he would meet a tragic death, or did 
he go to meet death after making arrange- 
ments for his own funeral? 

This is the question that is being aszed 
by the friends of the restaurant and sa- 
loon proprietor who was killed by a Cali- 
fornia avenue car at Virginia avenue and 
Itaska street on the night of Tuesday, Nov. 
28. 

The answer may be that what happened 
wus merely a coincidence so strange as to 
challenge belief. But the strange case of 
Adolf Haessig is being widely commented 
on in South St. Louis. 

Haessig kept a road house and wagon 
yard at 6657- Gravois avenue. He did a 
fairly good business, but his expenses were 
large and he was not accounted a rich man, 
All he made was the fruit of the labor of 
himself and his wife, who was a good help- 
meet. He was a member of the Grutli 
Verein and another Swiss secret society 
and carried a policy in the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Co. 

These policies were on the point of Japs- 
ing when he paid up his arrears on the 
very day he was fatally injured. 

A short time before the accident happened 
he selected his pall bearers and made other 
arrangements for his own funeral. 

He told his wife the names of four fel- 
low lodge members whomehe desired to act 
as pall bearers and gave her the name of 
the undertaker who should be engaged to 
bury him. 

Tuesday afternoon, before Thanksgiving 
day, he drove away from home. At mii- 
night he turned his horse directly in front 
of a street car and received injuries fro 
which he died two days later.

Tuchschmidt left Haessig’s place at 4 
o’clock on the afternoon of the Tuesday be- 
fore Thanksgiving. Haessig started down- 
town an hour later with his buggy. 

After beirg injured by the car, Haess'g 
was taken home. He died on Thanksgiving 
day, almost at the same hour his friend 
Tuchschmidt was taken into custody. 

After Haessig’s death it was yeported to 
the police that when he was struck by the 
car he had $1100 on his person and thut 
this money was missing when he reached 
home. For nearly a week the police worked 
on the case and then it was announced that 
Haessig never had the large amount of 
money at first reported. 

The denials came both from the police and 
the members of his family. Close friends 
of Haessig say he acted queerly after he 
learned that the authorities had traced 
Tuchschmidt to his house. 

A few days before he was injured he is 
said to have remarked while in his saloon 
that he was carrying insurance on his whole 
family, and that as none of the others had 
died he supposed he would have to make a 
break himself.

Since the beginning of the war between 
the Britigh and the Boers there has been 
amazement over the tactical skill shown 
by Gen. Piet Joubert, the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Boer forces, and speculation 
has been widespread as t6 what school he 
learned at, and wheré he came from. It 
has been generally supposed thar he be- 
longed to some other nation than the Trans- 
vaal, but there has been no satisfactory 
answer to the many questions which have 
been asked about him. One story was that 
his youth was spent among the Pennsy!- 
vania Dutch. Another was that he was 
born in the Transvaal, and had never been 
in the United States, except once during 
the World's Fair. 

On testimony which seems to be entirely 
credible it is stated that Gen. Joubert was 
born in the United States, and that he 
gained his military knowledge in the Civil 
War. 

The testimony is produced by Capt. J. F. 
Anderson, General Western Agent of the 
Georgia Railroad, whose office is in room 
26 of the Security Building. In the early 
part of November Capt. Anderson was in 
Mississippi ®on a deer hunt. At Madison, 
Miss., he met Col. Lamar Fontaine, a Con- 
federate soldier of whom he had often 
heard, but whom he had never met. Col. 
Fontaine, during the course of their con- 
versation remarked that Gen. Joubert had 
fought on the losing side in the Civil War. 
After returning home Capt. Anderson de- 
cided to ascertain if this were really a fact. 


He sent the following letter to Col. Fon- 
taine:

Gatacre’s retreat over 11 miles of rough 
country with the Boers hanging on his rear 
and flanks must have been close akin to 
a rout.

The details at hand explain that but for 
the magnificent work of the British artil- 
lery the disaster would have been far more 
extensive, as the incessant Boer shell fire 
in the midst of the repulsed infantry ulti-+- 
mately led to disorder, which only escaped 
developing !nto a rout tWNrough the bat- 
terles of artillery occupying successive 
positions, covering the retreat, thus draw- 
ing a portion of the Boers’ galling fire. 

From any point of view a grievous blund- 
er was made by Gen. Gatacre. Depending 
upon information of native runners he 
set out to catch a Boer army asleep.

Carbineers attacked last night a big siege 
gun on a hill one mile this side of Lom- 
bard’s Kop. 

The men left Ladysmith afoot at 9 o’clock. 
Upon arrival at the foot of the hill the 
order to advance was given. When about 
one-fourth of thé very precipitous ascent 
had been covered a Boer picket challenged. 
The British answered by fir.ng. 

The remainder of the advance, totaling 
about 600 yards and very steep, wes made 
under a Wesuitory fire. The carbineers 
took the right, the Light Horse making for 
the 6-inch Creusot gun, which was posted 
in the center of the flat-topped hill be- 
hind an embrasure 3 feet in thickness. 
When the British were within 100 yards of 
the gun the Boers volleyed, hitting three 
of the advancing party, one of whom was 
wounded seriously. 

The order was then given to fix bayonets 
and move on the position, which was taken 
easily. The gun was destroyed with gun- 
cotton. A block of it now decorates the 
mess tablp o the Light Horse. 

A 4.7- -inch owitzer and a 12-pounder were 
also destroyed afid a machine gun was cap- 
tured.

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JUDGE SPENCER DISQUALIFIED. 


GOURTROOM CROWDED WITH 


SPECTATORS. 


Circuit Attorney Eggers and Judge 


Harvey Indulged in a Spirited 
Personal Discus- 
sion. 


On the docket in Judge Spencer’s court 
Monday morning Mrs. Henrietta Bam- 
berger was charged with murder in the first 
degree in one case, with manslaughter in 
three cases, and was also jointly charged 
with John B. Texier with manslaughter. 

In the first degree murder case the victim 
Was alleged to be an unidentified babe. In 


the manslaughter cases the victims were 
al.eged to be Lydia Bressert, Ida Zimmer- 
man and Mary Holtcamp. Mrs. Bamberger 
and Texier were charged with being re- 
sponsible for the death of Wilhelmina 
Spoeri. 

; Circuit Attorney Eggers announced that 
he was not ready to try the first degree 
murder case, Attorney Thomas B. Harvey, 
for the defense, announced that he was not 
ready to try the manslaughter cases, as he 
had no time to prepare, the indictments 
having been returned only a few days ago. 
The court allowed continuances in all these 
cases, 

Judge Harvey first asked permission to 
withdraw his plea of guilty in the case in 
whith Mrs. Bamberger is charged jointly 
with Texier, saying he wanted to file a mo- 
tion to quash. The clerk discovered that 
no plea had ever been made to the charge, 

Judge Harvey was ‘permitted to file 
his motion to quash. This motiom set forth 
five reasons why the indictment is not suf- 
ficient. In the first place the indictment, 
being filed on June 19, 1899, stated the 
wounding occurred on July 1, 1898, a date 
jubsequent to the finding of the indictment. 
water on in the indictment, it is (stated 
that the victim ‘did languish from said 
first day of July, 1898, and did on the llth 
day of July, 1898, die.’’ 

udge Spencer held that the first date 
mentioned was clearly a clearical error, and 
Was corrected by the later date mentioned. 

Judge Harvey also held that the indict- 
ment was insufficient in that it did not 
Bay that the wounding was felonious. 

udge Spencer announced that he would 
overrule the motion to quash, and said he 
would ex t the case to go to trial at 2 
o'clock Monday. 

In the argument of the motions Judge 
Harvey and Circuit Attorney Eggers be- 
came so earnest that each accused the other 
of having made statements that were un- 
true, and for a time a personal conflict 
seemed imminent. 

It has been many months since the court 
room on the second floor at the Four 
Courts contained such a crowd. 

When Judge Selden P. Spencer entered 
the court room and ascended the bench 
every seat back of the railing was oc- 
cupied and the aisles were crowded with 
men and women standing. 

Deputy sheriffs, detectives and lawyers 
hurried hither and thither, holding earn- 
est conversations. There was a constant 
craning of necks as those in the audience 
watched the movements of all who were 
interested in the case. 

heavy fog enveloped the old Four 
Courts building, gloomy and forbidding 
under the most favorable circumstances. 
But atta A morning the gloom seemed to 
penetrate the very walls and it had a de- 
pressing effect. This darkness within was 
only partially dispelled by the few small in- 
candescent lamps. In the corridor without 
was the usual crowd of loungers, and the 
hum of their voices could be heard within. 

The spectators in the courtroom seemed 
as gloomy as was the day without. There 
Was none of that busy conversation and 
laughter that usually marks the gathering 
of so large a crowd. Not once was the 
deputy sheriff called upon to pound his 
gavel and call for order.

WOLCOTT, N. Y., Dec. 11.—A new dis- 
ease has struck this village baffling the 
skill of physicians and attacking many 


people who heretofore have been proot 
against all illness. 

The new disease has been dubbed 
knee’ for lack of a scientific name. 

The malady struck here three weeks 
ago. It attacks only the right knee, but 
those who have passed through the ordeal 
Say the pangs of rheumatism and gout 
do not hold a candle to it.

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DEATH SEEMED NEAR AT HAND 


Farmer, His Wife ‘and Child Sat in a 
Sinking Boat an Hour Before 
Help Came.

EDWARDSVILLE, Ill, Dec. 11.—For an 
hour and a half Sunday night Fred Hueber. 
a well-to-do farmer from the vicinity of 
Mitchell, and his wife and baby sat in a 
slowly sinking boat in the center of Long 
Lake, watching the slow approach of what 


seemed certain death. 

Mr. Hueber lives a mile east of Mitchell. 
on the borders of the lake, and he and his 
family had been visiting in Mitchell Sun- 
day. About 7 in the evening they started 
home, and as it was raining, and the roads 
were almost impassable, they took one of 
the many boats which were drawn up on the 
shore, the fishing season being about over. 
and started to row home. When half way 
to their destination the boat crashed into 
a sunken snag, and stuck fast, defuying all 
efforts to loosen it. They were in the cen- 
ter of the lake, at that point about 15 feet 
deép, and nelther Mr. Hueber nor his wife 
could swim. 

The water began to seep into the boat, 
and there was nothing with which to ball 
it out. They shouted for ae but their 
cries were not answered. he rain in- 
creased and the cold numbed them until, 
after an hour had passed, they were almost 
indifferent to their fate and sat still watch- 
ing the water gurgie into the boat. 

Finally the thought of their child nerved 
the father and mother to a last effort, and 
they shouted in concert. Fred Martin 
manager of the Long Lake Hotel, hear 
the call and came to the rescue in a boat. 
He was none too soon, as the man, wife 
and child had hardly been transferred to 
the second boat when the one they had oc- 
cupied, completely water-logged, sank to 
the bottom.

A QUESTION OF INSURANCE. 


Important Developments Expected in 
the Case of the St. Louisan Who | 
Is Alleged to Have Killed 
Himself. 


Dispatches from Los Afigeles, Cal., Mon- 
day, say that all doubt of the identity of 
the St. Louis man, who ¢ommitted suicide 
there last July, after pufehasing a policy 
for $10,000 on his life in a New York life in- 
surance company, has been dispelled and it 
has been conclusively shown that he was 
Aaron Wolfsohn, of this city, whose name 


he bears. 
The identification was established through 


comparison of photographs and letters 
which the dead man had written just be- 
fore taking his life. Benjamin Wolfsohn, 
Aaron's father, vib 8 ware Re is no longer 
willing to refund the ney paid on the 
eg by the Insurancé-company and thai 

e will not consent to such a proceeding 
until Aafon is proved to be alve. 

Wolfsohn’s case is one of the most in- 
teresting in insurance annals, and more im- 
— developments are expected in a few 

ays. 

Last July Benjamin Wolfsohn read in the 
pares that a man by the name of Aaaron 

olfsohn, who had declared to friends 
that he lived in St. Louis, had committed 
suicide in Los Angeles. Mr. Wolfsohn im- 
mediately concluded that the dead man was 
his son and took steps to make the identi- 
fication. He sent photographs and letters 
to the Los Angeles authorities and asked 
that comparisons be made. In a few days 
he received word that the man was his son 
and that the letters corresponded in hand- 
writing with other letters he had left in 
his hotel, while the photographs were good 
likenesses of him. He was given the addl- 
tional information that he was entitled to 
receive $10,00 on a life insurance policy. 

After this information, Mr. Wolfsohn con- 
sidered there could be no further doubt that 
his son slept in a Los Angeles graveyard 
and he turned his attention to collecting the 
insurance. The company was so well con- 
vinced the identification was unimpeacha- 
ble that it paid the policy upon the first 
demand. The payment was made to the 
Public Administrator of Los Angeles, who 
was to hold it during the period that must 
pass before a final settlement could be 
made under the laws of California and ugtil 
Benjamin should be declared by the Probate 
Court the heir of Aaron Wolfsohn. 

But Benjamin Wolfsohn was surprised a 
few weeks ago by receiving information 
from a friend in Chicago, by the name of 
Blumenthal], that Aaron Wolfschn had been 
seen in that city and had admitted his iden- 
tification. It was said he expressed sur- 
prise that he had ever been reported as 
naving committed suicide. The same ina!l 
that brought this letter brought another, 
peveerTe to have been written by Aaron 
himself, in which he stated that he was 
alive and well and denounced the story of 
his suicide in Los Angeles as having been 
started by some of his enemies. 

The father was pleased to hear that his 
son was alive and hastened to notify the 
insurance company of what he had heard, 
at the same time consenting tu the return 
of the money that had been paid to the 
Public Administrator. 

But he heard nothing,more from Aaron, 
and this set him to sp@eulating. If Aaron 
had been in Chicago, why did he not come 
on to St. Leuis to explain how such a 
grievous error had come about as the one 
that had concerned him {in Los Angeles? 

Moreover, why did not Aaron write 
again? He had corresponded regularly 
with ‘his family ever sitite he had left home 
to make his own way-in the world. But 
why had hé not wri hdéme since a few 
days before the Los Angeles story~was 
printed in the papers® Since then he had 
dropped completely out*of sight, leaving no 
trace behind him, with the exception of 
the alleged appearance in Chicago. But he 
was seen then only by a few and has not 
been seen or heard of ‘Since that time. 

Mr. Wolfsohn pondered all these things 
in his mind and concluded that the Chicago 
story was not true, and that Blumenthal’s 
attorney must have been mistaken when 
he thought he saw Aaron. He went to his 
attorney, Moses Sale of the firm of Sale & 
Sale and explained the situation. Mr. Sale 
started an investigaion. 

“T looked into that Chicago story and I 
have come to the conclusion it is a mis- 
take,’’ said Mr. Sale Monday. “TI have 
learned that certain persons in Chicago 
claim to have proof that they saw Wolfsonn 
in Chicago, and that they have tried to in- 
duce the insurance company involved in 
the case to pay them ° for this evi- 
dence... Now, that evidence is an affidavit 
that purports to have been made by Aaron 
himself that he was in Chicago. I do not 
believe this affidavit can be proved genu- 
ine. If it is, Aaron has taken a most un- 
usual proceeding. If he was really in Chi- 
cago, why go to the trouble to make an af- 
fidavit to that effect? Couldn’t ‘the have 
come on down to St. Louis and set every- 
thing right? He knew that his relatives 
in this city were in great suspense. The 
most natural thing for him to do would 
have been to come to them and allay it. 
But he didn’t, and that fact makes the 
Chicago story very filmsy. 

‘Tt considered all these points, and I 
found myself concluding that the first iden- 
tification was the correct one, and that 
Aaron had really died by his own hand in 
Los Angeles. So, I set about to make a new 
identification. I sent more photographa 
and letters, and now the result of the in- 
vestigation is the same. This confirms my 
theory that Aaron was properly identified 
at his death. 

“T have notified the insurance company 
taht we will not refund the money to them 
unti they produce Aaron. If he is alive, 
we do not want it, but if he is dead we do, 
because we are entitled to it. The com- 

any has placed the burden of proof on 
tself by paying the money. It is now 
trying to recover, and there is not a court 
in the land that will award it a judgment 
on the evidence as it now stands.”

NAVY WAS NOT NEEDED. 


Maj. Stevens Had Taken Olangapo Be- 
fore Admiral Watson Arrived. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The following 
cablegram has been received at the Navy 
Department from Admiral Watson, telling

‘*Manila, Dec. 11.—On the morning of the 
9th, about 11 o’clock, 1 received a telegram 
from Schwan, asking, for MacArthur, our 
co-operation with Grant's forces scattered 
toward Olangapo, Subig Bay. I suspended 
the Charleston Court of Inquiry and started 
the same evening for Subig with the Ball- 
more, the Oregon and a company of mar- 
ines from the barracks. We arrived at day- 
light on the 10th, with landing parties or- 
ganized, found Maj. Stevens in possession 
of Olangapo, having arrived a: dark the 
9th. Relieved the army forces by 100 ma- 
rines, Myers commanding. Transported the 
army detachment to SubgZ. The town was 
abandoned on our arrivil. Grant orrived 
in the afternoon. We i-ft the Oregon, the 
Gardoqul and the Mindoro, and returned to 
Cavite on the llth. The Olangapo navy yard 
machinery is in fair condition, the shops 
damaged only by the previous attack.

Agoncillo Declares That There Can Be No Peace Not En- 
' forced by a Large Standing Army. 


‘ ‘ 
NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—In an interview Senor Agoncillo, 


“High Commissioner of the Philippine Republic,’’ now in Paris, 
which has been telegraphed to this city, says: 


“Neither Territorial nor State government under American sov- 
ereignty would satisfy the nation I represent. America is too far 
away to make the State system sticcessful in the Philippines. 
Even now the American people do not know what is going on in 
the Island of Luzon. 

“We are fighting for territorial and political independence. Un- 
til that is achieved we cannot consent to peace. We may be 
crushed by the force of superior numbers and wealth, but if our 
army is beaten in the field you will have to keep a great mili- 
tary force in the Philippine Isiands, for, whenever there is an 
opportunity, the population will rise in arms. If you capture 
our firearms, the patmots will retire to the hills and continue to 
fight with bolos and bamboos. Our children and their children 
will continue ‘the struggle. There can be no peace exeépt that 
which a great standing army can enforce. And your people must 
pay and pay and pay to keep us in subjection.

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REPUBLICANS CONTENT WITH TRUSTS, 


Grosvenor Says That No More’ National Legislation 
Against Combines Is Possible. 
WASHINGTON, Dec, 11.—In an interview given out here, Con- 
gressman Grosvenor, who is generally considered the representa- 

tive of the Administration in the House, says: 


“I do not see the neccessity of any legislation additional] to 
the existing statutes on the trust question. The Supreme Court's 
decision in the Addyston ptpe case shows that the Sherman 
anti-trust law goes as far as the Federal authority ¢an go 
in restraining trusts, combines and monopolies, 

“As that act does not meet the requirements, it is, of course, 
evident that, other sources of authority to check the operations 
of harmful business combinations will have to be invoked. There 
is ample authority for the purpose in the States. 

‘‘Before Congress can do anything more the Constitution will 
have to be amended, conferring additional power on the legis- 
lative department of the Government. And I certainly oppose 
such an amendment. 

“When it comes to a question of this kind I am a better Dem- 
ocrat than William J. Bryan. On the trust question, I am a 
State’s rights man. Bryan is demanding that the Federal Gov- 
ernment take hold of the trusts."’ 

The interview is generally looked upon as an indication that 
the Republicans will attempt no legislation against the trusts at 
this session of Congress at least. 
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HERO OF MANILA DEAD. 


E. P. Wood, Commander of the Petrel in the Famous Bat- 
tle Fought by Dewey. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11..—Commander E. P. Wood, U. 8. N.., 
died of typhoid fever at his residence here to-day. He was in 
command of the gunboat Petrel at the battle of Manila Bay. 


Since his return from Manila to the United States, his health 
has been broken, and he lacked the power to throw off the disease 
which caused his death. 

The condition of Lieut. Brumby, who was Dewey's flag leuten- 
ant during the battle of Manila Bay, and attached to his staff 
since his return to the United States, remains unchanged, Ad- 
miral Dewey is not permitted to visit the sick man.

SENATOR MASON’S SPEECH. 


Calls the War a Struggle of the People 
Against Divine Right of. 
Kings. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—In the Senate 
to-day Mr. Mason (Ill.) called up his reso- 
lution offered a few days ago, expressing 
the sympathy of the Senate with the South 
African Republics in their war with Great 
Britain. His speech was delivered with 
characteristic vehemence. He maintained 


that under the Monroe doctrine and pre- 
cedents previously established, the United 
States had the same right to extend its 
sympathy and hopes for success to the 
Boers in their struggie for liberty as it had 
to interfere with Spain in its conduct of 
the affairs in Cuba. He urged that the in- 
terests of the United States was aroused 
by the fact that the South African war was 
a struggle between democracy and royalty 
—between the divine right of Kings and the 
divine right of man. 

“If we should speak, and speak quickly, 
it would sting the politicians who brought 
on the war for greed of gold and cheer the 
poor, brave Dutch deffinder of his home.” 

He cited a large number of authorities in 
support of his position. He declared that 
“The Lilliputian statesman, rattling around 
in Giadstone’s shoes, trying to undo his 
work and break promises, is deceiving no 
one except possibly himself.’’ 

Mr. Mason adverted to the conditions 
which brought on the war, entering fully on 
the question. : 

Mr. Hoar presented the resolutions of the 
Massachusetts Legislature, in favor of a 
constitutional amendment, providing for 
uniform hours of labor in manufacture in 
the United States.

sent it to New, York. They waited with 
real anxiety for answers to their letters. 
They ail expected the answer to be an invi- 
tation to move to New York at once. 

It is related that one of them bought a4 
graphophone and a cooing record and kept 
— thing going night and day to get used 
to it, 

A week ago a man in overalls went 
through the streets of Belleville and posted 
up three-sheets, bearing the picture of 
‘The Real Widow Brown.’” Under the pic- 
ture were the words of the above advertise- 
ment. , 

Some of the men’ who had answered the 
advertisement saw the legend on the poster 
and took to their beds with chills and fever. 

The next day a husky male advance agent 
came aiong. He was the private secretary 
of the advertising widow and attended to 
all of her correspondence. He had a 
pocketful of letters which had been for- 
warded to him from New York. He laughed 
hoarsely as he spread them out before

The plaintirft’s brother took out policies in 
the company aggregating $5000. He died on 
Jan. 18, 189%, and the executor of his es- 
tate demanded payment from the company. 
The latter-declined on the ground that the 
deceased had failed to pay his annual prem- 
jums. 

The Circuit Court decided in favor of the 
defendant company, holding that the con- 
tract clearly defined the rules of the com- 
pany in the premises. 

Piairftiff contended that a policy holder 
was allowed 3% days’ grace after the policy 
went into effect, the dues remaining unpaid 
after that date being payable at an interest 
rate of 5 per cent. 

Judge Thayer emphasized the opinion of 
the Appeals Court and ruled that the de- 
fendant did not mispresent the terms 
upon which the policy was issued, and if so 
the contract expressly stipulated the facts 
mentioned. It was declared that the writ- 
‘en contract superseded the verbal agree- 
ment, if there Was any, between defendant's 
agent and McMaster. . 

Judge Caldwell’s opinion is lengthy and 
elaborate. He said the right of the decision 
in the case did not depend on any teohni- 
eality of the law, but rather of common 
honesty and legal sense. Insurance law, 
he says, when rightly expounded, is always 
in harmony with honesty and sound moral- 


ity.
